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REMARKS. 



The foregoing tables show that there were 6545 children bom 
alive in this State, during the year 1^59 : that 4338 persons, (2169 
couples) were married : and that 3725 persons died. In addition 
to these. 167 children are reported as haying been ' stillborn. Thus 
it will be seen that; in the aggregate, facts are returned in regard 
to 14775 persons. These facts, relating to nativity, parentage, 
sex, condition, age, season, &c., are all embodied in the tables. 

No change has been made in the arrangement and character of 

this report, since uniformity is so desirable that unless the improve- 

msnt is real and of considerable importance, it is better to continue 

the accustomed forms, even if the appearance of sameness renders 

them less attractive. 

The general appearance of the returns indicates .an increase of 
interest in the subject of registration on the part of the town clerks, 
These, with few exceptions, endeavor to carry out the requirements 
of the law faithfully. In very many of the towns, however, one 
or more of the district clerks failed to make any returns, in this 
manner rendering of less value the returns that were made by others. 

In all statistics accuracy and completeness are absolutely essen- 
tial. Unless facts be correctly reported, no reliable inferences can 
be drawn. Unless all the facts are included few only are the trust- 
worthy conclusions. From extensive, accurate and complete sta- 
tistics determinate laws are discovered regulating the occurrence of 
events apparently purely accidental. Much more then may we be 
sure that the three important events of our existance, — birth, mar- 
riage and death, — ^are subject to fixed laws. It is scarcely possible 
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to overestimate the advantages of a knowledge of these laws. The 
object of these reports is to assist in elucidating them, and in deter- 
mining the variations caused by the particular circumstances sur- 
rounding us. Dr. W. L. Sutton, in the Seventh Registration Re- 
port of Kentucky, has very clearly and forcibly shown the impor- 
tance and beneficial influence upon the people, in a physical, moral 
and pecuniary aspect, of full registration. "If a man buys an acre 
of land he must have a deed recorded in the County Clerk's oflSce, 
and a certificate of such record in the office of the appellate court : 
but if he marries a wife, a record of the fact may or may not be 
made : if made at all it is only in the County office, which may at 
any time be destroyed by fire. Are the rights and reputation of a 
man's widow of less value than an acre of land ? I have been in- 
formed that oui reports have served to convict two men of bigamy." 
7/A Reg, Rep. Ky. p, 119. 

Many a person, in this State even, has to regret his inability to 
prove his descent, which, had proper records been kept, would have 
been easy and certain, and which, if proved, might entitle him to 
inherit property he cannot otherwise obtain. By the law of this 
State a copy of the record of each birth, marriage and death is to 
be preserved in the town clerk's office, and also in the office of the 
Secretary of State, thus insuring safety against any casualty. 

But the keeping of the records as a means of reference is not the 
only benefit arising from registration. When full records shall be 
made^ that is when all the births, marriages and deaths, shall be 
recorded, very many important laws respecting the history and 
movements, as well as the present condition of the population will 
be brought to light. We shall discover the particular causes which 
favor or oppose our physical, social and moral improvement. We 
shall find out and may to a greater or less extent remove the sources 
of disease and death among us. Every one, however, who turns his 
attention to these topics, will see the necessity of complete and ac- 
curate records for the accomplishment of so desirable an object. 
From imperfect data only erroneous speculations and assertions can 
be made. When the records are perfect deductions may be drawn 
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with as much certainty as the calcul .tions of eclipses, or the results 
of an algebraic problem. 

Any caution, in regard to the use of the. tables and abstracts con- 
tained in this report.' may be entirely uncalled for by those who are 
conversant with such matters. But for others it may be neccessary 
to state that these abstracts show the facts as reported^ and howev- 
er incongruous some of them may be, owing to the carelessness or 
ignorance of those who make the primary returns, they are intended 
to be feithfully prepared, and true abstracts of the material furnish- 
ed. The clerks who prepare them cannot go beyond the records 
placed in their hands, but are required strictly to follow the official 
returns received at the Secretary's office. It is exceedingly impor- 
tant, therefore, that those whose duty it is to collect the facts should 
inform themselves in regard to the details of the work required of 
them, and that they should be diligent and careful in performing it. 
Full instructions are given in the pamphlet which has been distri- 
buted in the several towns. 

Imperfect, however, as the returns must be acknowledged to be 
each year shows a decided abvancement, and we may hope ere long 
to seeHhat perfection attained that will render these reports of in- 
calculable value. 

It is very much to be regretted that the members of the medical 
profession should so generally neglect the duties imposed upon them 
by the Registration Law. Although the statute expressly requires 
the attending physician to furnish the town clerk with a certificate 
of the cause of death in every case attended by him, yet it is un- 
doubtedly very rare that any such certificate is given. This neg- 
lect is due in Qome measure to the indiflference of the profession up- 
on this subject. Some physicians refuse to perform this duty, 
claiming that it is neither just nor constitutional to demand of a medi- 
cal man professional services without remuneration. The govern- 
ment expects to pay lawyers, architects, or mechanics for their la- 
bor, but compels physicians, under penalty, to work for nothing. 
(^See Sec. 7 of the Act of 1856.) It is true that, under munici- 
pal law. the State has a right to call upon its citizens for such as- 

•istance as may be necessary to its safety and welfare, but in a ru-

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ral region, like Vermont, rigid municipal laws are not readily borne 
or easily enforced. If any privileges, honors, or endowments were 
bestowed by the State upon the medical profession, there would be 
more propriety in requiring its members to perform labor gratuit- 
ously for the public. If the good of the community demands this 
gratuitous labor, it would seem proper that it should be shared by 
the whole community, who are as much benefitted by it as the med- 
ical profession. Let the town clerks be furnished, by the State, 
with blank certificates of the cause of death. Let every person, 
upon whom devolves the duty of procuring the interment of a dead 
body, be required to obtain one of these blanks and carry it to the 
attending physician to be filled out. Then let this certificate be 
deposited with the town clerk beforej a permission of burial be 
granted. The labor, in this way, will be divided, and no physician 
will refuse to perform his part. Until some plan be adopted which 
shall bo eflfectual in obtaining the co-operation of the medical pro- 
fession, the tables of causes of deaths must be very defective. 
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POPULATION. 

If the population of our State varied only by the additions and 
deductions made by the births and deaths, computations would be ex- 
ceedingly simple. The excess of births over deaths would give the 
exact yearly increase. This excess has been quite uniform in this 
State for the three years covered by these statistics, being for 1857 — 
2900 ; for 1858—2896 ; for 1859—2820, the average being 2872, 
which should bring the population from 314,120 (the number in 
I860,) to over 340,000, for 1860. 

But our variation of population is not governed by so simple 
a rule. We gain and lose by immigration and emigration, and the 
census shows that our loss far exceeds our gain. Not only have 
people removed from our State enough co balance those who have 
come in, but nearly enough also to equal the exc3ss of births over 
deaths. The increase of population from the excess of births over 
deaths, would be, for the ten years from 1850 to 1860, over 25,000, 
yet the census of 1860 shows an increase of less than 2000. Hence, 
we must lose by emigration at least 2500 inhabitants every ] year. 
Did the loss consist simply in numbers, it would be of comparative- 
ly little consequence to us, since notwithstanding it our^numbers 
are kept good, and even are slightly increased. But those who leave 
us are from the productive part of community, being mainly be- 
tween the ages of fifteen and fifty years. So that while we have 
the same number in the aggregate, the proportions of the young 
and helpless, and of the aged and infirm, are largely increased. 
Thus it is seen that our State is constantly loseing the best portion 
of its population, the middle aged. Of these even it is undoudced- 
ly the fact that the most robust and enterprising are among those 
who go from us, leaving the more feeble and less active at home. 

Such a state of facts would seem to demand some consideration, 
that means may be devised to induce our middle aged and and ac- 
tive to remain at home. 
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The following table, taken from the Seventeenth Registration 
Report of Massachusetts, will enable us to compare our State, in 
respect to the ages of the population, with several other communi- 
ties named. The figures show the numbers living at the stated ages, 
in every 100 persons of the total population in the several com- 
munities.

It will be seen that Vermont stands, in point of productive pop- 
ulation, considerably below the other two New England States, but 
somewhat above the two Southern States. It is probable, from the 
facts hinted at above, that the census of 1860 will show a diminu- 
tion of this part of our population, with a relative increase of the 
unproductive portion. 

The statistics of the 8th census, for I860, have not yet been col- 
lated and published, but an abstract of the population of the sev- 
eral counties has been obtained, and is given below. This, al- 
though taken since the time covered by the foregoing tables, is use- 
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fill in showing that the error in using the census of 1850 in these 
tables, as well as in those of the two previous years, is not as great 
as was supposed, since the aggregate of the population of the State 
has varied but little.

The above table shows considerable change in the population of 
the different counties. One half of them have lost, while the other 
half have gained in population. The greatest relative gain has 
been in Essex county, being nearly twenty-five per cent, upon the 
population of 1850. The greatest absolute gain, and the second 
irelatively, has been in Orleans county, being 3244, or about twenty 
per cent. The greatest absolute as well as relative loss has been in 
Addison county, being 2535, or nearly ten per cent, of the popu- 
lation of 1850. 

There has been a slight aggregate gain in the whole State, amount- 
ing to only 1707. The following table shows the actual population of 
this State at the several periods of enumeration, together with the 
increase and the percentages of increase :

The rate of increase is seen to be rapidly dwindling away. 
What the increase, from 1850 to 1860, has been in the whole 
United States has not yet been determined. The ratio of increase 
up to 1850 has been very uniform, being about thirty-three per 
cent, for each decade. Should the rate of increase be found to have 
been about the same during the last ten years, the State of Ver- 
mont will contain less than the hundredth part of the population of 
the United States, instead of a thirty-third part, which was the fact 
fifty years ago. 
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BIRTHS, 

The registered number of births, as given in the general abstract, 
page 18, for the year 1859, amounted to 6545, exclusive of 167 
stillborn. To these ought to be added sixty-three births in the 
towns of Hydepark and Orange, the returns from which were re- 
ceived too late to be incorporated in the tables. These would make 
the whole number 6608, an increase of 131 over the year 1858. 
This number exhibits one birth in 48 of the population. In Eng- 
land, during the year 1858, there occurred one birth to 30 living 
persons ; in Massachusetts, during the same year, there was one 
birth to 35 persons. Upon the supposition that three-quarters only 
of the births were registered, there would be one birth to 38 of the 
population, which is probably not far from the truth. Grand Isle 
County gave one birth in 37, Rutland County one in 40 persons ; 
Essex County, the returns being the most incomplete, gave only 
one birth in 75, Lamoille one in 63 persons. The other Counties 
ranged between the two extremes given. 

Sex. — Of the children born in this State, during the year 1859, 
there were reported to be 3351 boys, 3155 girls, there being 196 
more boys than girls, and giving in each 100 children born, 51.51 
males, and 48.49 females. For every 1000 girls there were 1062 
boys born. The average for the United States, as mentioned last 
year, is 1066 boys to 1000 girls. During the three years for which 
the records have been kept, in this State, 9927 boys, and 9367 
girls were born, or at the rate of 1060 boys to 1000 girls. 

Orleans gave an excess of 23 females born during the year. Ad- 
dison, Caledonia, Lamoille and Rutland, also gave each a small ex- 
cess of females. All the other counties gave an excess of males, 
the greatest being in Orange County, where there were 66 more 
boys than girls born. 
Season. — Table II, page 20, gives the births by months^ from 
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which it will be seen that October is the must fruitful mdnth and 
January the least so. The same was the case in 1857, but in 1858 
December was^the most and February the least fruitful. The ag- 
gregate for. three years shows October the most prolific and Janu- 
ary the least so. In Massachusetts and Rhode Island the largest 
numbei of births occurs in August ; in Kentucky in December ; in 
South Carolina in September.

Plurality Births. — Of the women bearing living children, one 
in 103 bore twins. Of the whole number of child-bearing women 
one in 100 bore twins. No case was reported of more than two 
children at a birth. The sexes of those born alive, were 78 males 
and 37 females. Including those stillborn, they were 87 males, 41 
females, and two sex not reported. The greatest number of plural- 
ity births occurred in November. 

Illegitimate Births. — One illegitimate child is reported for ev- 
ery 121 of the whole number of births. There were 26 males and 
28 females, including the stillborn. 

Parentage. — There were 4523 children who had American 
fathers, and 1599 who had foreign fathers. One child was bom 
among 62 Americans, and one among 21 foreigners. Should the 
census of 1860 show that the foreign population has increased while 
the native has diminished the disproportion will not be as great.

MARRIAGES. 

The whole number of marriages reported for the year 1859, was 
2169, being 146 less than the number returned for 1858, Why 
there should be a less number does not seem evident, since even in 
1858 they were probably not all returned. Of those recorded, 
however, the details are much more complete. The social condition 
of the parties was stated in 76 per cent, of the cases against 69 per 
cent, of the previous year. The ages of the persons married were 
stated in 84 per cent, of the cases, against 78 per cent, of 1858. 

The returns gave the nativity of 1520 men who were married, 
1323 being American born, and 197 of foreign birth. Supposing 
the ratio between the native and foreign population to be about the 
same as in 1850, there was one marriage among 212 Americans and 
one among every 1 72 Foreigners. Should the census show an in- 
crease of foreign population, as is probable, the disproportion would 
be less. The whole number of marriages reported, shows one to 
have taken place among 145 persons. 

The number of marriages of foreigners returned for 1859, was on© 
more than for 185 S, while the number reported among Americans 
was 59 less than during the year before. The nativity being given 
in a greater proportionate number of cases, it is very likely the fact 
that a less number of weddings actually took place during this year 
than during the previous one, and that the diminution occurred 
mainly or entirely among native citizens. 

From Table IV, page 25, its appears that 2.30 per cent, of the 
men and 28.17 per cent, ot the women marry before they are 20 
years of age. *'In Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Kentucky, 
from 1.62 to 3.59 per cent, of the males marry under 20 years, 
whilst South Carolina gives 6 64 per cent. Of the females marry- 
ing under 20 years, England shows but 12 06, Massachusetts 22.60 
and Rhode Island 24.09 per cent , whilst in Kentucky 42.03, and 

in South Carolina 43.29 per cent, enter the connubial state in thtir

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teens." (>th ^eg. Rep., South Carolina. In South Carolina 
more than one-half of the men, and nearly four-fifths of the women 
marry under 25 years of age. In Vermont about two-fifths of the 
men and a little more than one-half of the females marrv under 
that age. 

Tiie greatest number of marriages took place in November, the 
least in April. The average for the three years shows^ that the 
most weddings occur in December the fewest in August. In Mass- 
achusetts the greatest number is found in November and the least in 
March. In England, South Carolina and Kentucky the maximum 
is in December, the minimum in June. 

Excluding 509 cases in which the social position of the parties 
was not returned, 79 per cent, of the remainder were the first mar- 
riage of both parties ; 3 per cent, were the first of men but subse- 
quent of women ; 13 per cent, were subsequent of men but first of 
women ; and 5 per cent, were the subsequent marriage of both 
parties. 
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DEATHS. 

The whole number of deaths reported for the year 1859, is 3919, 
including 27 in the towns of Ilydepark, and Orange not in the 
foregoing tables, and 1G7 stillborn. This is 191 more than tho 
number returned for 1858, and gives one death among 80 persons. 
K two- thirds of the actual number of deaths were recorded, the 
mortality would be one in CO persons. 

Age. — Excluding the stillborn and 60 persons whose ages were not 
reported, there were S6G5 deaths of those whose ages were givea. 
More than one-seventh were under one, and more than one-quarter 
were under three years of age.

Average Age. — From the obvious omission in recording the 
deaths of children, the average age is evidently much too great. — 
As given it is 36.55 years, being nearly the same as for the year 
1858, which was 36.57. The range in the different counties is not 
as great, being from 31.30 to 46.44, while in 1858 it was from 
18.89 to 45.60.

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Sex. — Twenty-one deaths were returned without reporting the 
sex. Of the remainder, 1781 were males, and 1923 were females. 
The same astonishing fact meets us this year as in the two preced- 
ing, viz : an excess of female mortality, a fact seldom or never 
found to exist anywhere else in the world. The deaths were one 
in 89 among the males, and one in 80 among females. In Eng- 
land, where the ages of the population are so nearly like our own^ 
**if 100 females die out of a given number of females in a givea 
time, out of an equal number of males 107 males die in the same 
time." In this State if 100 females die out of a certain number 
of females in a given time, out of the same number of males only 
88 males die in the same time, taking the ratio as given by the re- 
turns for 1859. It may be observed that the ratio of the sexes at 
birth, in England and America, range from 104 to 109 boys to each 
100 girls, and in this Vermont shows the same, the ratio being, as 
shown on page 95, 106 boys to 100 girls. 

In the counties of Essex and Orleans, as may be seen by r^er- 
ring to page 63, the percentages of deaths are greater for males 
than for females. In Addison County it is the same for each sex. 
In all the other counties the percentages of the females are the 
greatest. 

Nativity. — The deaths of those who were reported to be of Amer- 
ican birth, were 3117, of those of foreign birth 225, or one in eve- 
ry 90 of the former, and only one in 151 of the latter. This dif- 
ference may be accounted for mainly by the fact that the children 
of foreigners are classed as Americans, and it will be recollected 
that more than one quarter of all the deaths were of children un- 
der three years of age. In Rhode Island the parentage as well 
as the nativity of persons dying is required. In the Fourth Regis- 
teration Report of that State, Dr. C. W. Parsons who prepared the 
report, says, *• the most important division among the classes of our 
inhabitants, in all social, educational, and sanatary relations, is that 
which depends upon their origin. The line between the American 
and the foreign class ought properly to be determined by the par- 
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entage instead of the nativity. So large a number of the young 
children in our more compact towns are the oflFsprings of foreigners, 
belonging, in a practical point of view, to that class, but yet born 
in this country, — that all statistical comparisons founded on nativi- 
ty, are completely at fault." Op. cU. page 45. In the city of 
Providence '*the parentage was registered in every instance of death. 
The average age of those of American parentage, was 26.90 ; that 
of persons of foreign parentage was 15.76. Among the children 
under five years of age, the ratio of mortality was, among the 
American class, one in 14.7, among the foreign, one in 10.9. The 
general ratios were, in the American class, one in 51.6, in the for 
eign class, one in 37. In 1000 inhabitants of American parentage, 
there were in the year 19.38 deaths ; in 1000 of foreign parentage, 
there were 27.03 deaths." Op. cit. page 47. '' In Fall River, 
less than a'' fifth of the deaths were of foreigners, defining them by 
the nativity ; while one half of the deaths in that town were for- 
eign, if we class them by parentage. Every one of the natives of 
the United States, whose parents were Irish, who died in that town, 
was a child. Most, if not all of them, were probably living in 
Irish fj^milies, under the circumstances and influences belonging to 
to the class of which their parents were members. The facts for 
that town are a fair specimen of the facts elsewhere, except that the 
proportion of foreign families is larger than in most other places, 
and the effect of this large alien element is more obvious." — 5/A 
Reg. Rep., R. /., page 77. 

Season. — It is undoubtedly true that season has a very decided 
influence upon mortality. Hippocrates, more than two thousand 
years ago noticed this, and called autumn the most fatal of the sea- 
sons, which appears to be the fact in our State. Of course the in- 
fluence of the seasons varies in different regions, especially in dif- 
ferent latitudes. There is also a difference in different years in the 
same regions, depending upon the meteorological character of the 
season. The following table gives the number of deaths that oc- 
curred in each month during the year 1859, and the aggregate for 
three years and the percentages of each :

It will be seen that September has been the most destructive to 
life, not only during the year 1859, but also during the three years 
ending with 1859. January seems to have been the least fatal during 
the year, but the average of the three years makes June the least, 
while January stands second. In Massachusette, Rhode Island, 
Kentucky and South Carolina, August furnishes death with the 
greatest number of victims, while September stands second. In 
Vermont March and November stand side by side second to Sep- 
tember, while August, the most fatal months in the States men- 
tioned, stands the fifth in our list. 

The following will show the number of deaths occurring in each 
quarter out of every one hundred registered during the year, in 
Vermont and other places during the periods specified :

There appears a remarkable uniformity in the deaths in this 
State during the different quarters. In the two Southern States, 
the deaths during the third quarter, including July, August and 
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September, were double those of the first quarter. The force of 
mortality in this State seems to press heavily at two periods, the 
maximum in September, the next heaviest in March, the minimum 
occurring in June, and the next lightest pressure in January. The 
steady cold of the winter, December, January and February, de- 
stroys less than the heat of summer, June, July and August, and 
very many less than the variable weather of spring and autumn. 



CAUSES OF DEATH. 

In Table VII., page 66, are given the causes of deaths, arranged 
alphabetically, and showing the number of deaths that occurred in 
each month from the diflferent causes, distinguishing also the sexes 
and ages. The names of the causes of death are the same as those 
given in former reports. In this table occur a few names given as 
they were returned, but which in table VIII are included among 
the unknown, such as congestion, inflammation, &c., from which it 
might perhaps be inferred that the diseases belong to the class of 
" Local causes," but give no information as to what part of the 
body was effected. 

The system of classification used in the former reports, has been 
retained in this, notwithstanding the severe, but in the main, just 
criticism of Dr. W. L. Sutton, in the 7th Reg. Rep. of Kentucky, 
for 1858. The strictures of Dr. Sutton have reference mainly to 
the divisions of the classes into orders and the arrangement of specif- 
ic causes in these orders. His remarks in regard to the ^^Statistical 
Nosology," and the variations of it from the more full classifica- 
tion, can have no application to the Vermont reports, since it was 
practically discarded in the first report, although printed in the ap- 
pendix, and has been wholly ignored in the second and present re- 
ports. 

As remarked by Dr. Sutton^ "a proper arrangement of mortal 
diseases into classes, for statistical purposes, is a matter of very 
great difficulty ; and of no less importance. It is one, too, upon 
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which it is very diflScult to get m?n to agree ; and as in other mat- 
ters, all that can be expected is, that a classification be so tolerablj 
acceptable that a large proportion of those best qualified to judge, 
XQay be so far sa isfied as to agree to its adoption. At present there 
are two classifications in use in the United States. One is used in 
Massachusetts and Vermont, and the other in Rhode Island, Con- 
nocticut, South Carolina, Kentucky, and perhaps in some other 
States. As it is probable that one ot these will finally be general- 
ly adopted, it is proper to examine into the merits of each, and of 
the objections to it, that one may act understandingly in adopting 
one or the other." Op. cit., p. 135. 

From the time that Asclepiades, of Bithynia, first made the dis- 
tinction between acute and chronic diseases, a hundred years be- 
fore the commencement of the Christian era, attempts have been 
made to classify diseases. Nearly or quite all of the systems of 
classification have been either artificial and arbitrary, or of a strictly 
physiological or pathological character, adapted only to be used by 
the medical profession. But in this age, the enlightened s'atas- 
man, who is seeking the good of his country, the philanthropic hy- 
g\ nist, who labors for the welfare of mankind, requires something 
more. They demand of the statistician that his classification shall 
be in reality a principle of order, not a mere trick of numerical 
notation, but an arrangement according to types or essential char- 
acters. For their use, diseases must be grouped together in accord- 
ance with such natural relationships as will exhibit the character 
and force of the causes which have a tendency to produce them. 

In answer to this demand of the age, Mr. Farr, in the First 
Registration Report of England^ twenty-two or three years ago, 
published a classification, crude, imperfect and accompanied by 
some fanciful ideas, but evidently containing the rudiments of the 
truth as it exists in nature. Discarding his conjectures as to the 
existence of specific bodies, such a variolin, cholerin, &c., which 
enter the human system to produce small-pox, cholera, &c., the 
medical world have almost by acclamation recognised the first class 
which he proposed, namely, the Zymotics, as having such essential 
characteristics in nature as to entitle it to be considered a distinct 
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type. This class is found in both systems alluded to above, and ig 
essentially the same in both. Different statisticians include or ex- 
clude certain specific diseases, but the variation is not greater than 
exists among scientific men in regard to the limits of classes in nat- 
tural history. Asa matter of real science, the classification adopt- 
ed by the American Medical Association, goes no farther. All the 
remainding diseases might form four other classes, vizJ : Sporadic 
Diseases, Old Ago, External Causes and Stillborn. In accordance 
with the principles of classification in all branches of Science, these 
should be the classes. The classes 11 to X should be orders in 
the Sporadic Class. There is certainly no science in constructing 
into a class, and numbering it among others, those cases of death in 
which the cause was not specified. It may, in some respects, be a 
matter of convenience, but more frequently a source of misconcep- 
tion. Hence, there should be five classes, only one of which would 
be subdivided into orders. As the classification is used it is very 
simple, it is true, but it is not scientific. Diseases are not grouped 
together in accordance with important essential characters. Sim- 
plicity and permanancy are very desirably, but not as much so aa 
scientific accuracy. If anything valuable is to be learned from the 
facts collected, it is only by arranging them in accordance with their 
essential relationships. The more numerous the essential points of 
resemblance, the more intimate the relationship, the more certain 
are we that the classification is true to nature, and the more safely 
can we rely upon any deductions we make. 

In the system of classification adopted in these reports, the first 
class is essentially the same as in the other, and by the general voice 
of the profession is acknowledged to be scientific, being composed 
of individual diseases resembling each other in constant and impor- 
tant features. In the other classes also the characteristics are so 
clear and distinct that each forms a type peculiar to itself and 
capable of being recognized.* This constitutes it science. — 
It is not claimed that it is so far perfected that all diseases can 
readily and certainly be referred to their proper classes. For many 
years it was not certain whether the sponge was animal or vegetable.

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yet no one will contend that the distinction between animals 
and vegetables is not real and founded in nature. 

In regard to the various orders it must be acknowledged that 
the scientific accuracy of them is not as apparent, yet, ^ince the points 
of resemblance do not require to be as numerous or universal, they 
are mainly so well defined as to furnish each a type which appeals 
to exist in nature. 

Of the individual species in the orders, (and classes even,) the 
arrangement would depend so much upon the peculiar characteris- 
tics which each disease may have exhibited at different times and 
to different observers that it is scarcely to be expected that all will 
agree. As to a majority, however, of the diseases there is little 
room to dispute. 

It may be well to notice that the third class, '* Local Diseases," 
is not really a scientific class, it is merely residual, including all 
those causes of death which cannot be classed elsewhere, according 
to the principles upon which this classification rests. Hence its or- 
ders are arbitrary divisions. 

Class I. Zymotics, — This class, as before remarked, is admit- 
ted by all to be characterized by such distinctive features as to leave 
no doubt in regard to its essential nature. It has a real type^ in 
the sense in which this word is understood by philosophic natural- 
ists, that is, every individual member of this class, in certain im- 
portant particulars, resembles every other member of the class. 
Every one is a disease, owning for its origin, or first cause, circum- 
stances, or substances, external to the person diseased. Every one 
has its periods ot incubation, access, increase, acme and decline. 
Any difference of opinion in regard to the limits of this class, can 
arise only as to whether '^any given disease does or does not 
possess these essential features. In this way the later classifica- 
tion of Mr. Farr, which we have adopted, includes a few more dis- 
eases than were included in the earlier and less perfect classification 
of the same man, which has been adopted by the States before men- 
tioned. Hence the percentage of deaths from zymotics, is a little 
greater than it would be by the other system. 

By comparing the deaths in this class during the year 1859, with 
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those of the year preceding we find an increase, being 960 against 
804 for the year 1858. Since zymotics indicate the real salubrity 
of the year we may infer that 1859 was less healthy than 1858. 
But this has not been universal in the different parts of the State. 
Grand Isle County seems to have enjoyed a much greater freedom 
from these diseases, the deaths being less than one quarter the num- 
ber for the previous year. Lamoille County also had a less num- 
ber of deaths from zymotics. All the other counties reported 
larger numbers in 1859 than in 1858, the greatest excess being in 
Chittenden County. The following table gives the number of deaths 
from zymotics in each county for each of the three years reported :

Scarietina^ although not quite as prevalent as during the year 
1858, caused more deaths than any other disease of this class. The 
ratios of the deaths occurring in the several months, and at the dif^ 
ferent ages, were very nearly the same as in 1858. As to sex, 
there was a curious diflference. In 1858 only about 47 per cent, 
were males, while in 1859 the males comprised nearly 57 percent 
of the deaths from this cause. In the aggregate for the three years, 
however, the deaths of the sexes were nearly equal. These facts 
ai'e shown by the following table :

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Not a single death was returned as caused by this disease in 
Grand Isle County, while in 1858 more than one-third of .the deaths 
in that county were attributed to it. In Addison and Rutland 
Counties but a little more than one-third as many deaths were re- 
ported to have occured from this cause as during 1858, while in 
Bennington and Chittenden^ lying on each side of those two counties, 
more than twice as many were returned as during the previous year. 

Measles seems to have increased, the deaths for 1859 being about 
equal to the number for both of the preceding years. It pre- 
vailed mainly, however, during the first half of the year, during 
which more than two-thirds of the deaths occurred. Nearly one- 
half of the oases were returned from Rutland County. 

Fevers^ including intermittent, remittent, typhoid and typhus, 
prevailed more extensively than last year, 251 deaths being return- 
ed from these causes against 161 in 1858. Every county gave a 
greater number. Addison County returned three times as many 
and Windham County four times as many as during the year pre- 
vious. 

The diseases of warm weather, cholera morbus^ cholera infan- 
tum^ diarrhoea and dysentery^ seem not to have been as fatal, since 
only 136 deaths were attributed to these causes, against 153 during 
the season of 1858. 

Croup carried oflF rather more than during the year before, but 
not as many as in 1857. This is essentially a disease of early in- 
fancy, 88 per cent, of the deaths, during the three years, were chil- 
dren under five years of age. Sex has not much influence, che 
deaths of each being nearly equal. Nearly one-half of the deaths 
occurred during the last three months of the year, and a large share 
of the remainder during the first three, including the six coldest 
months, showing the powerful influence of season. 

Diphtheria^ with which are classed tho30 cases returned ^'putrid 
sore throat" and **malignant sore throat," was the cause of 71 
deaths, including those returned from Hydepark and Orange not 
tabulated, being more than five times as many as during the year 
before. K[6 cases were reported in the counties of Caledonia, Es- 
gpx, Franklin, Orleans, or Windsor, only oue in Bennington Coun-r 
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ty, and one in Grand Isle. Orange County suffered severely. This 
is mainly a disease of childhood, though not, like croup, of infancy. 
About one quarter of the deaths were of children under five, one 
quarter were between five and ten years of age, and near all others 
were under thirty, adult life and old age being less susceptible to 
the disease. 

Class II. Constitutional Diseases. — This class seems to pos- 
sess sueh important characteristics as to entitle it to a distinct seperate 
eidstence. In fact, in the old classification, it was allowed a con- 
fused indefinite sort of existence under the title of "Diseases of gen- 
eral or uncertain seat." It is composed of those diseases, which, 
not being zymotic, seemingly little influenced by season or locality, 
and occurring sporadically at any time and in any place, affect more 
or less perfectly the whole system, producing a general cachexia, or 
vitiated condition of the body. Being thus, as it were, inherent m 
the constitution of the individuals composing a community they are 
subject to change only as the community changes, and are hence 
quite constant in such a population as Vermont. Thus we see tha . 
about one in 800 of the living population die each year from thase 
diseases. In 1857 there were 1041. in 1858 there were 973, and 
in 1859 there were 1027 deaths from these causes. 

This class gives a very good indication of the constitutianal vig- 
or, or vital stamina of any people. In a robust, hardy race the ra- 
tio of deaths in this class will be smaller than in a race possessing 
less vigorous constitutions. Before making comparisons, however, 
which can be of any value, it is necessary that the statistics should 
be more full and complete than those of this State are as yet. 

Hydrocephalus and Scrofula among the young. Consumption 
among adults, and Dropsy and Cancer among the aged are the 
principal diseases of this class. By referring to these diseases in 
tables YII and YIII, it will be seen that they are distributed among 
the ages, sexes, months and counties very much as they were dur- 
ing the two preceding years. 

Class III. Local Diseases. — This being a residual class, has 
no definite type. But the members of the class agree in that they 
are eg>oradic diaeaaes affecting particular organs or systems. The 
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subdivisions are not etiological but physiological, and correspond 
nearly to the classes in the older classification which bear the same 
names. Hence their propriety cannot be disputed* 

Pneumonia, concerning which there is some doubt whether it 
ought not to be placed in the first class, among zymotics, is the 
most important and fatal of this class. Age exhibits a very decided in- 
fluence over this disease. About one-third of the deaths occur among 
children under five years of age, the greater part of the remainder 
take place at advanced ages. In infancy and old age the powers of 
life are not sufficient to withstand the disease. Under five years of 
age the vitality of boys is less than that of girls, and we find a 
greater number die of pneumonia. From the ages of five to fifty 
the vital force of males is greater than that of females and fewer 
die of this disease. Above fifty the sexes possess a nearly equal 
amount of vital stamina, and the number of deaths are nearly equal. 
Season has an influence, the variable weather of spring claiming 
the greatest number of victims. It is next most prevalent in au- 
•autumn and least so in summer. 

Diseades of the Heart occurred at all seasons, mainly among the 
«ged, males sufiering most. Two-thirds of the deaths were of per- 
sons over fifty years of age. About four males die to three fe- 
males. 

Class IV. Developmental Diseases, — The essential charac- 
ter of this class is grasped with difficulty since it is in part nega- 
tive. In the process of formation or development some error or 
fault exists, — something is not as it should be, — the result is im- 
perfection, premature or still-birth or malformation. Although the 
term ' 'still-born" expresses a fact and not a direct cause of death, 
yet to avoid circumlocution it is proper to use the term, since it 
leaves us at once to infer a cause, and one which has a direct con- 
nection and relationship with the causes producing malformation, 
&c. Incidental to and directly connected with the foetus, which is 
in process of formation, is the mother forming or bearing it, hence 
death of the mother has an intimate relation with errors of develop^ 
xnent, and connected with these are other disorders of the repro- 
ductive functions. Faults of formation or development acting 
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through the nutrition of adults are referable to similar causes, so 
also the completion of the process of dovelopraent as in death from 
old age. 

The numbers in this class are very much ob they were during the 
two preceding years. Those for children are larger, because they 
have been more faithfully returned. Those for old people are less 
because undoubtedly more efiFort has been made to distinguish the 
real causes of deaths, not carelessly calling a case ( Id age simply 
because the person was aged. 

Class V. Violent Deaths. — No dispute has arisen in regard 
to this class. In the fonnor classsfication it was named External 
Causes. But the present name seems preferable, since it is design- 
ed to include poisons, &c , which act internally in (act. 

In regard to the case of homicide it was remarked upon the re- 
turn that the individual was stabbed and partially recovered, when 
from some imprudence or exposure he relapsed and died. The per- 
son committing the deed is in State Prison. 




In the Sixteenth Reg. Rep. of Massachusetts, Dr. Josiah Curtii 
gives some of the "weightier reasons for desiring correct informa- 
tion concerning the comparative mortality of our communities. The 
governing powers and enlightened statesmen are enabled better to 
discharge their high and responsible duties to the people by a cor- 
rect knoweledge of the physical powers, possessions and resources 
of the inhabitants. The judiciary are enabled to dispense more 
equal justice in the settlement of life annuities, pensions, entail- 
ments and the rights of the widow's dower, by a correct knoweldge 
of the laws which govern the probabilities of living within a given 
jurisdiction. Those connected with the great boon of Life Insurance, 
either as members of a legalized organization or as policy-holders, 
in which so large an amount of capital is invested by our citizens of 
every class, are to be benefitted by a correct knowledge of the relation 
which the laws of mortality impose between the insurer and the in- 
sured. The Christian philanthropist and sanatarian will be enabled 
to give more difiniteness and eflSciency to their labors, by a correct 
knowledge of where, and to what purpose, the laws which prevail 
over life and death, teach them to direct their eflForts." 

Life Tables, which can only be constructed by such knowledge 
as these statistics attempt to obtain, furnish " that scientific and 
practical information, which is of great importance, and which is 
presented by no other source. The life table was first invented ear- 
ly in the last century, by Halley, the illustrious astronomer. In 
the latter part of the last century, Mr. Milne constructed the cele- 
brated Carlisle Table, which was the first correct representation of 

the vitality of any portion of the English population. The Mass-*

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achusetts Life Table i¥as constructed bj E. B. Elliott, Esq., a 
mathematician and ^Consulting actuary,' by profession, and ivho 19 
at present the largest known contributor to State and National Life 
Tables." Op. cit. It was only after the registration law had 
been in force fourteen years that the statistics were considered sut- 
ficiently accurate to warrant the construction of the Massachusetts* 
Life Table, and even then the calculations had to be restricted to one 
half of the towns in the State which presented the most perfect re-* 
turns. 

.We give below several Life Tables, so placed as to admit of con- 
venient comparison, hoping that those engaged in collecting statis- 
tics in our State may see the importance of so perfecting their re- 
turns that at no distant period a Life Table may be constructed for 
our State.

The following classification of the Causes of Death has been 
adopted for the Vermont Registration Reports, in order that thej 
may conform as nearly as possible with those of other countries 
thereby securing to them much greater value for the comparison of 
facts both at home and abroad. It is that recommended by Wil- 
liam Farr, Esq., M. D., of England, with the sanction and approv- 
al of the most eminent medical men of Europe, and adopted in 
Massachusetts, and will probably be used by many other Statei, as 
well as upon the European continent.

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LAW OF TrnS STATE RELATING TO THE REGISTRY AND 
RETURNS OF RIRTHS, MARRIAGES AND DEATHS. 



AN ACT 

Relating to the Registry and Returns of Births^ Marriages 

and Deaths. 

Sec. 1. The clerks of the several towns of this State shall an- 
nually, in the month of June, transmit to the Secretary of the 
State a certified copy of their record of births, marriages and 
deaths, which have occurred in their respective towns during the 
year next preceding the first day of January. The births shall be 
numbered and recorded in the order in which they are received by 
the clerk. The record of births shall state in separate columns the 
date of the b^rth, the name of the child, (if it have any.) the sex 
of the child, the place of birth, name and surname of one or both 
the parents, residence of the parents, occupation of the father, and 
the time when the record was made. The marriages shall be num- 
bered and recorded in the order in which they are received by the 
clerk. The record of marriages shall state in separate columns the 
date and place of marriage, the name and surname of the groom and 
bride, the residence of each at the time of marriage, the age of each, 
occupation of the man, and time when the record was made. The 
deaths shall be numbered and recorded in the order in which they 
are received by the clerk. The record of deaths shall state in sep- 
arate columns the date of the deaths the name and surname of the 
deceased, the sex, condition, (whether married* or single,) age in 
years, months and days, the place of death, the disease or apparent 
cause of death, the occupation if a male over fifteen years of age, 
the place of birth, the name of the parents, and the time when the 
record was made. 

Sec. 2. The clerks ia the several school districts in each town 
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shall annually in the month of February ascertain from actual in- 
quiry or otherwise all the births and deaths which have happened 
in their respective districts during the year next preceding the first 
4ay of January, together with such facts concerning said births and 
deaths as are required by the first section of this act, and shall 
make an accurate return thereof to the clerk of the town in which 
such school district is situated, on or before the first day of March, 
and said district clerk or other person or persons authorized to per- 
form his duties and make such returns, shall be entitled to receive 
from the treasury of such town five cents for each and every birth 
and death so returned. And every person aforesaid, who shall neg- 
lect or refuse to make the returns required by this section, shall bo 
liable to a fine of not less than three dollrrs for each neglect or 
refusal. 

Pec. 8. Every justice of the peace or minister shall make a 
record of each marriage solemnized before him, together with all 
the facts relating to marriages, required by the first section of this 
act, and such justice or minister shall annually, in the month of 
•February, or from time to time, return a copy of the record for the 
jrear next preceding the first day of January, to the clerk of the 
jtown in which the marriage was solemnized, and every person afore- 
said, who shall neglect or refuse to make the returns required by 
this section, shall be liable to a fine of not less than ten dollars for 
,€ach neglect or refusal. 

Sec. 4. The clerk of each town shall be entitled to receive 
from the treasury of. the town five cents for recording each birth, 
death and marriage, provided the clerk shall comply with the pro- 
visions of this act in all respects. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the clerks of the several towns 
to make such distribution of the blank forms of returns, as shall be 
designated by the Secretary of State. 

Sfic. 6. The Secretary of State shall prepare and furnish to 
the clerks of the several towns in this State, blank forms of suita- 
ble quality and size, to be used as books of records, according to 
the provisions of this act, and also blank forms of returns^ as herein 
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before specified, and shall accompanj the same with such instrtic- 
tions and explanati6ns as may be necessary and usefal. 

S£C. 7. Every physician who shall attend any deceased person 
shall leave with the town clerk a certificate containing the name of 
the disease or cause, (if known.) of the said death, within fifteen 
days after the interment of the deceased. Any such medical at- 
tendant who shall neglect or refuse to give the certificate required 
by this section, shall, for such offence, pay a fine of three dollars 
for the use of the town where such offence shall be committed. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State to re^ 
ceive the returns made in pursuance of the first section of this act, 
and with such assistance as may be voluntarily rendered by any 
authorized commit' ee appointed by the Vermont Medical Society 
for that purpose, prepare therefrom such tabular results as will 
render them of practical utility, and make a report thereof annually 
to the Legislature, and generally shall do whatever may be required 
to carry into effect the provisions of this act. V 

Sec. 9. All act or sections of acts inconsistent with the the pro* 
visions of chis act are hereby repealed.
